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Chums 1-27 are pending in ihc appliciUion. Claims 1-27 have been amended. Ihc 
specification has been amended Lo correct im inlbnnalily. No new rnaller has been added.

(urlher elarify t!ic invention. Kceonsideration is respoclliilly requested in view ol the 
amendments lo the ctaims and the (bllowmg remarks, 

I. The § 102/103 Rejections 

Claims 1-2, 7. 10- 11, Id. 19^20 and 25 were rcjecled tinder 35 U.S.C. {; 102(c) as bcirig 
anticipated by U.S. Patent Application Pub. No. 2002/0080759 C-llarrington''). 

Clahm 3. 12 and 21 were rejected under .35 n..S.C. § 103(a) as being nnpateniablo over 
Harrineion in view of U.S. Patent Application Pub. No. 2003/0148775 ("Spriestersbach"), 

Olainis 4, 13 and 22 were rejected under 35 IJ.S.C:. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Harrington in view of U.S. Patent No. 6J98376 (^Shioda''). 

Claims 5-6. 9. M-15. 18, 23-24 and 27 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Uanington and Shioda in further view of U.S. Patent No. 6,597,915 ("Shi'^). 

Applicani respeelluliy traverses the rejections. 

Claim i. as amended, recites a method for determining a location of an access point in a 
wireless network. I hc method includes performing a scan (by a first access point in the wireless 
network) to delect and locate a second wireless access point in the wireless network, and 
inchidcs the firsit access point receiving location data IVom the :>econd access point. The location 
data indicates a physical location of the second access point. The method further includes the 
lirst acce.ss point utilizing Ihc location data indicating the physical location ol the second access 
point io self-determine a current physical loeaiicm of the first access point

I liirringion discloses a wireless local area iicLwork system that can detenninc i\ position 
oi ix mobile Licces,s point (sec Ahstiaet). hi particular, IJarringlon\s system includes a plurality of 
access point slalions 20 at known locations, and a mobile access point station 22 located at an 
unknown position. Ilie mobile access point slaiion 22 transmits communication signals wilhin 
the wireless nelvvork system, and a location processor 24 (lhal is connected to each oflhe access 
point starions 20) processes the communication signals received fron^ ihc mobile access poir)t 
station 22 to determine a location of the niobilc access point station 22 {paragraph 002 1 : FIG. 1 ). 

While Marringlon discloses determining a location of a mobile access point. I larrinjjton 
tails to disclose a first access point m:i)i?i:ing location data (indicating a physical location of a 
second access point) to selfiklerminc a current physical location of the first access point. That 
is. Harrington's mobile access point station 22, ifsel/: does not use location data of any one of the 
plurality of access point stations 20 to determine its location. Instead, in Harrington's system, a 
location pnx^essor 24 (located outside and indcjxndent oflhe mobile access point station 22) 
delermitics location of the mobile access point station 22 based on the locations of tlie plurality oJ' 
access point stations 20. Moreover, becau.se Harrington's system relies on the location processor 
24 to delcrniine a location of the mobile aecci>s station 24. the mobile access point station 24 
cannot self-determine its current physical location, as required by claim 1. Consequently. 
Marrington lails to disclose a first access point utilizing location data (indicating a physical 
location of a second access point) to sclf-delermine a current physical location of tiie Jlrst access 
point, as recited in claim I. 
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B. Spriestershach, Shioda, and Shi Fail To Disclose a First Access I'oinr UfiHrinf^ 
Locaiion Daia bnUcalini; the Phy^iical Location of a Second Access Poinf To 
Stdf-f^etermine u (jtrrent Physical Location of the. First Access Point 

Putting osidc the issue of whether Spriestersbach, Shiodo. and Shi discloses the 
liniiuitions of the respective dependent claims, Spriestersbach, Shioda, and Shi also Call to 
disclose a llrsi access poiru utilizing location daia (indicating a physical locaiion of a second 
acccijs point) to sclf-delcrniine a ciu'rcnl physical locaiion of the fn^i access poinL as recited \\\ 
claim 1 . 

For at least these reavSons, Applicant submits that claim 1, and the claims tlial depend 
therefrom, are in condition for allowance. 

C, Other Independent Claims 

Claims 10 and 1 9 incorporate limitations similar to those of claim \, Claims 10 and 19 
(and the claims that depend therefrom) are also allowable over Harrington, Sprieslersbach, 
Shioda. and Shi for reasons corresponding to those set foi1h with respect to claim 1 . 

Applicant submits that claims 1 -27 are allowable over the cited references, and are in 
condition for allowance.
